HULL, England.—(By Associated Press.)—Most of the British 


and American members of the crew of the ill-fated dirigible ZR-2 
were killed by the explosion which followed the buckling and snap- 
ping of girders amidships, declared Flight Lieutenant A. H. Waua, 
in command-of .the craft, as navigating- officer at the time of ilie 
disaster, in a statement to the Associated Press today. 


Lieutenant1 Waim said the ship had run. beautifully at sixty 


knots an hour and that he iiad rcusced the speed to fifty knots when 
there came a,violent cracking sound. 
He thought several of the 


girders broke. The -whole thing happened in five seconds. 


"There was no sign of anything wrong when we passed over 


Hull," he added, "but everything happened afterward, 
I was in 


sole control at the time." 


"Before.the moment of the accident," said Lieutenant Wann, 


whose injuries are not serious, "the craft had been sailing perfectly. 
She had been passing thru various difficult tests and the speed had 
been reduced when suddenly, while crossing the broad «stuary of 
the Humber, I heard the grinding and cracking of girders, and the 
airship pitched forward, nose down, from an even keel. 


"As soon as humanly possible, I emptied the water ballast to 


enable the craft to resume its normal position, but at this instant a 
tremendous explosion occurred. 
The great ship seemed to halt for 


a moment, and then it dropped like a rock. The concussion threw ine 
down in the navigator's car where I was pinned by the wreckage. 
The section of the craft in which I was riding remained above the. 
water after the ship plunged Into the Humber, and I was rescued 
after being imprisoned for 15 minutes. That is all I am' able to 
say." 


Lieutenant Wann denied local reports that he had heroically 


plunged the ZR-2 mto.ihe-riv^r rather than on the shore, which was 
crowded by thousands of spectators. Thg disaster occurred so quick- 
ly, he said, that any such action was impossible.

ITH its city street car lines tied up in fi- 
nancial distress, the city of Des Monies, 


Iowa, population 150,000, has been trjing out 
a neAv plan of transportation thru city streets 
—the motor bus.

city arc to be relied upon, the experience thus 
far hat been anything but satisfactory. 
In 


fact, Des Moines wants her street cars back 
again; that is, if they are operated so as to 
ghe real service. 


After nearly a mouth of bus ruling, while 


street cars accumulated rust in the barns, ne- 
gotiations to resume street car service have 
been opened under pressure applied by retail 
merchants of DCS Moines. Street car service 
was abandoned when the company could not 
make expenses in the face of jitney bus com- 
petition. 


The bus system has done remarkably well 


and everyone can ride without time lost, but 
comfort and regularity has been sacrificed. 
That is tHe \Vo'rd from Des Moines. A street 
car system,' with cars running on regular 
schedule, would be much preferred. 


Tt Is-admitted that the bus hasn't had a 


thoro trial- that it is still an experiment How- 
ever, Des Koines merclaauts. do not feel that 
the city can afford to experiment.

BURNING EARS 


The amount and character of thg 


discharge from the ear vary widely. 
The younger the patient, the great- 


" er the quantity of'matter discharged 


from a diseased ear. The discharge 
teems with disease germs, 
ofteu 


several varieties of disease produc- 
ing germs being present in a chronic 
case. 
The common pus 
producing 


germs are invariably present In 
many cases in children the cause of 
the middle ear ui&ease is tuberculo- 
sis, and the tubercle bacillus may be 
found in the discharge in. the earlier 
weeks of the trouble, but later on 
only the pus producing germs can be 
isolated, the tubercle bacilli remain- 
ing within the affected bone or mu- 
cous membrane. 


Fungi thrive on the debris of a 


running ear, and these parasites iin- 
part a peculiar musty, disagreeable
